as when he ſaith, Abraham our Father 
was iuſtiſied thꝛough wozks, Alſo Ra- 
hab the harlot was iuſtiſied thꝛough 
works. Likewiſe pe (& p of wozkes a 
man is iuſtiſied and not of faith onelp⸗ 
Peerein þ two Apoſtles of Chaift,S, 
Paal £9. 4 do ſeeme to be flat con⸗ 
trarp þ one to the other:foz wheras ©, 
Paule ſaith, Abraham was iuſtiſied by 
faith alone and not by wozkes , Saint 
James ſaith he was iuſtiſied by wozks, 
Saint Paule ſaith and pꝛoueth by ſun- 
duie and inuincible reaſons, that a man 
is inſtiſted by faith alone without the 
wozks of the lawe. Saint Iames ſaith 
pe lee that a man is iuſtiſied by wozks 
1 0 5 by faith onely: This 55 
tie is but in appearaunce 2 
th wꝛote by one ſpirits-which is al- 
lyke himlelfe , and alwayes a 
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ſecond of S, Tames, 
how theſe two ſeruauntes of GOD 
doe iumpe agree together without as 
nye tarre af all. J thinke it novefyll 
fo: this cauſe befoze J come fo handle 
the wo2des of the Text as they lxe in 
o2der, firſt to fake awaye this ſhewe 
of diſcozd : If anye man will de- 
maunde what cauſe there was which 
made them to appeare in outwarde 
ſhewe fo contrarpe the one to the other: 
J aun\ were, that although there be no 
contrariefie in the matter it ſelfe which 
they teach, yet the diuerſitie of p ſchol- 
lers which they lyght vppon, and the 
contrarie affection ot thoſe whome they 
inſtructed, cauſed them to vie a dimers 
and centrarie o2der of teaching.

S. lamcs lighting vpon another 
ſoꝛt ot me which cöfeſſed p free iuſtiſi⸗ 
cation thꝛough faith in * vet in 
this they were deceined, 5 they did not 
conſider, how al thoſe that are tuffified, 
are ſandificd, how all thoſe that are in 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus are newe creatures, that 
they are new bo2ne, and walke not af- 
ter the fleſh, but after the ſpirite: that 
the true, liuelp, and iuſtiſieng fayth doth 
bzing foꝛth the fruites of righteoul- 
nelle in a holye conuerſation. dw be- 
cauſe this cannot be remmued oꝛ ſepa- 
BY rated from the right and linelye faith, 

b 38 faint lames goeth as it were back-

Faith cannot p2ofite a man, this ſyall 
appeare in the woꝛdes of the Text, and 
alſo a thirde cauſe is, that they doe not 
take this woꝛde iuſtiſted in the ſame 
ſence, but dinerſclye as it ſhall be pꝛo⸗ 
ued afterwarde: Now will J come 
vnto the Text. What auaileth it 
my bꝛetheren though a man lapth her 
hath Faith when hee hath no wozkes, 
canne the Faith ſane him?

ſaue t iuſtiſie oꝛ not: but to ſhew that 
ſuch as haue not god wozkes, haue not 
the true faith in them, and therefo2g 
whatſaeuer they pꝛoleſſe, they cannot be 
ſaued, fo2 he doth not p2zopounde his 
matter thus, what auaileth it though a 
man haue Faith and haue not woꝛkes: 
but what anaileth it though a man ſaye, 
he hath faith e hath no wozkes:?Wher- 
by it is very manifeſt that when Saint 
Iames doth attribute the name of faith 
vnto this dead Jmage , hee doth it not 
in pꝛoper, but in abuſiue ſpeach,and af- 
fer the manner of thoſe men which cal⸗ 
led it faith, when as in very derde it is 
none, but onely a certeine reſemblaunce 
and ſhaddowe thereof . Thus much fo: 
this enteraunce 4 ſtate of his diſputati⸗ 
on, now followe his reaſons by which 
he doth pꝛoue that this kinde of Faith 
cannot auaile oz pꝛofite a man, fo2 he 


doth pꝛoue it very ſtronglye and 24%

ly. The firſt of them is taken from a 
compariſon o2 ſimilitude which he ſet⸗ 
tech downe thus, It a bzother oz a ſiſter 
bee naked and deſtitute of daplpe fode, 
and one of pon ſate vnto them, depart in 
peace, warme pour ſelues, and fill your 
bellpes, notwithſtanding pe giue them 
not thoſe thinges which are needfull fo 
the bodie, what helpeth it? This is the 
ſumme of the matter: Therecommeth 
vnto pou a poze man 02 a poꝛe wo⸗ 
man, which lacketh clothes and ſuſte⸗ 
nannce,yon giue them gentle and fapꝛe 
woꝛdes, God helpe ve, God ſuccour pe, 
and ſend pe reliefe:but pe giue them no⸗ 
thing, can this helpe the poze man, o2 
the poze woman; Shall they not foz all 
your louing woꝛds ſkerne fo2 colde 4 die 
ſoꝛ hunger, if euerye man ſhould ſerue 
them ſo, and giue them no other almes: 
why doe pee not ſe then, that as this 
almes # liberalytie to the poꝛe which is 
but in faire ſpeaches is colde & doth not 
help, ſo in line manner p Faith which is 
but in woꝛds and outwarde pꝛofeſſion of 
ſpeach, although it be W neuer fo great 
bzags,is dead, thẽ furder wh do ye net 
B. iin. vn ⸗ 
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vnderſtand that a thing which is weak 
and dead in it ſelfe , can by no meanes 
haue power do giue life, and to ſaue. But 
oblexue it a little better, thus the com⸗ 
pariſon ſtandeth, it that liberalitie which 
is onely in woꝛds be colde oꝛ dead, and 
doth not p2ofit the poꝛe, noꝛ make him 
a liberall man which vſeth it: then it 
kolloweth alſo, that that Faith which is 
onely in ſpeach is dead, and thereſoze 
cannot ſaue oꝛ p2ofit him which hath it, 
if woꝛdes onelp could pꝛofit oꝛ cauſe it 
to be faith, why ſhould not woꝛdes alſo 
pꝛofit the poꝛe man oꝛ woman which 
is deſtitutee Af woꝛds onely can make 
a faithfull maft,whyp ſhould not wo2ds 
make a liberall man? If foꝛ a man to 
ſaie h hath faith, be of that power to 
do the greateit things, as namely to cou⸗ 
ple vg to Chꝛiſt, to raiſe the ſoule from 
death to lyfe, to put the Dincll to flight, 
and to oucrcomo the woꝛld:? Should it 
not be able to dae y leſſer, that is to ſay, 
ſa far to pꝛeuaile with vs, x to haue ſuch 
poincr in bs: as to being foꝛth god 
woꝛks: Deere bꝛethꝛen. know if it bar 


aliar + do the foʒmer, it muſt needs doo 
this:

this: if it doc not this latter, then ſarely 
if is dead & can do nothing fo ſane vs. 


This is a moſt plaine and foꝛcible rea⸗ 
ſon to pꝛoue, that the faith of a carnall 
and woꝛldly Goſpeller, is but a dead 
ſhewe of faith , and therefoze he is not 
iuſtiſied no2 ſaued, nepther can bee 
iuſtiſted noꝛ ſaued thereby : ſing it 
hath no life in it ſelfe to wozke and to 
bꝛing foꝛth fruites, it cannot giue lyfe 
— him, fo2 how ſhoulde if bꝛing that 
which it bath not? To ſet it fozth moꝛe 
plainly, thus » Apoſtle addeth: but ſome 
man might ſaye,thou haſt the faith and 
J haue wozkes, ſhewe me thy faith by 
thy wozkes, and J will ſhewe thee my 
faith by my wo2kes . Ye ſheweth hare 
how cuery ſimple man which is a true 
Chꝛiſtian, mape be able to deale againſt 
the greateſt and moſt ſkilfull Doctour 
that is, to pꝛoue that he hath no faith if 
he hath not god woꝛkes, foꝛ when her 
lth, Some man will ſay,it is as much 
as if he had ſaid, any man may ſay, chou 
haſt faith, that is, thou makeft thy boa 
that thou haſt faith, ſhebee it by thy 
wozkes ; becauſe faith is an holy thing, 
B. v. We 
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'wzotght by Gods ſpirite, and a lynely 
and mightie thing, therefo2e it cannot be 
without holy & god actions. Foz as a 
man is knowen to be dead, when he doth 
not bꝛeath, cannot ſtir, ſee, heare, and ſuch 
Ipke,and contrariwiſe, when he doth as 
nyof theſe,he ts known to be aliue:euen 
ſo is it with faith, if it can oz dos bꝛing 
fozth no god wozkes, then is it dead, on 
the contrarp part, the actions & ſtirring 
thereof doe ſhew it to be aliue. This 
is a ſtrong place againſt all thoſe which 
doe not onely vaunt themſelues of a 
baine and dead belefe , but alſo woulde 
leaue no mark to know who are of God 
and who are of the Diuell: Let a man 
take the tardie tn any foule vice, wher- 
in they wallow, x ſay vnto them, ye are 
out of the waye,ye haue not the true be⸗ 
lefein God, ye are couetous, pe are a 
woꝛldling, pe are a dꝛunkard, t an adul⸗ 
terer 02 ſuch like, their aunſwere is rea⸗ 
die, Who made you able to iudge, can 
vou tell how J belæue, will vou take 
bppon you to ſer what is in my heart, 
whatſoeuer you ſay, 4 haue as god a be- 
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pꝛap ve, foꝛ here you may learne holy to 
anſwere ſuch fellows:ſap thus vnto the, 
faith inded of it ſelfe is a ſecret thing in 
the hart, but yet becauſe it can no moꝛe be 
without god derds, then ſtre can be with- 
out heate: the Lo2d doth bid vs by his 
Apoſtle toſay vnto pe, ſhewe me your 


| faith by your wozks, & whe your tongue 


is foule ⁊ pour dedes are wicked, moſt 
certaine it is that the hart is vncleane, 
there is no right faith, fo2 p doth purge - 
the hart, as S. Peter ſaith. Act. 15. Loke 

but vpon mens woꝛds E outward bꝛags 
of their belefe,+ ye would thinke there 
were ſuch plentie of faith, p there could 
be almoſt no moꝛe, euerp man doeth ſo 
ſtrongly beleeuetn Chꝛiſt. But come to 
this touchſtone e trial which is here gi⸗ 


uen vs, ſhew thy faith by thy woꝛzks, x 


it ſhall by & by carry vs ſo far on þ other 
de, when we ſec ſuch flouds of all hoz⸗ 
rible & beaſtly ſins,y it will cauſe vs to 
think vpon this ſaieng, When p Don of 
man commeth, ſhal he finde faith vpon 
the earth? Foz if this be true, as it is 
molt true, becauſe God himlelfe hath ſet 
it downe;y the faith which is wout god 
wozkes

woꝛkes is dead, and thoſe are Jnfidels, 
which like bꝛute beaſts care not but fo2 
the things of this woꝛlde, and make no 
conſcience of committing all kinde of 
euill wozkes : Doe ye ſuppoſe that if 
the Sonne of man ſhoulde now come, 
that he ſhoulde finde anye creat ſtoꝛe of 
faith 2 Alas, alas, hoſo many are the ſin⸗ 
fall dedes of the moſt men, which ſhew 
that they haue no faith 2 Bow fewe are 
the god woꝛkes and how weake euen 
in the ſmall remnaunt of the godlye , 
which doth declare how pwꝛe and flen- 
der their faith is? But we mult pet 
pꝛocerde further in this matter, and as 
it wore ſtrike it a lyftle deeper, As men 
are wilp to decetne themſelues, ſo they 
will here pet finde a hole fo crepe out 
at, although they be neuer ſo wicked: fo2 
thus they will ſape. It is true, Gods 
woꝛd ſaith, that faith is ſhewed fo2th 
by god wozkes , well, J thanke God, 
though J haue many vices in mee, and 
am full of inürmities, pet J am not al- 
together without god wozkes : J am 
not ſo grateleſſe, but at ſome times $

Dome man will ſap, doth not 
the moſt godly man that liueth commit 
ſin, & doth not p god & the bad come to⸗ 
gether fr6 him? The godly arc loden w 
the coꝛruptions of y fleſh , but yet they 
doe not commit ſin, y is fo (ay, they are 
not giuen ouer, as vngodly men are to 
the obedience of ſin:they are ſpotted with 
imperfections, but they do not take ple- 
ſure therein as the wicked do: although 
they feele a lumpiſhneſſe in them vnto 
god woꝛkes, vet their whole race is ap⸗ 
plied vnto god wozks: they would very 
faine obey their God on both ſides, that 
is to ſay, in foꝛſaking all that is euill, e 
doing all p which he commanndeth the.
